God, and the Messiah son of Mary; ahhingh they are com- 
manded to serve only one God. There is no God but He ! 
—Glory to Him from what they join with Uim ! IX: 30, 31. 

0 ye who believe, verily many of the priests and monks 
devour the wealth of men in vanity, and turn them from the 
way of God.

Have WE sent down to them any authority whieh speaks 
of what they join with Him ? XXX: 32, 33, 34. 

There is not for you beside Him a patron, nor infercessoi; 
will >e not then mind ? XXXI 1; 3, 
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Say thoQ, call upon those whom ye ioiaginu beside Ood : 
they have no power over the weight of an atom in the heavens 
nor in the earth, and they have not therein any share, and there 
is not for Him any among them to back up. XXXIV: 21. 

And those ye call (m beside Him have no powef over the 
husk of a date-stone. 

It ye call upon them they hear not your call, and if they 
hear they answer you not, and on the Day of Resurrection they 
will ungratefully deny your partnership; and none shall tell thee 
like the Informed.

Eais B. B’ad said I came to Hirah, and saw the inhabi- 
tants worshipping their chief ; and I said, “ Verily the Apostle 
of God is worthy of being worshipped.” Then I came to the 
Apostel and said, ” I saw the people of Hirah worshipping the 
chief of their tribe, and you are most worthy of being wor- 
shipped.” Then’he said to me tell me that if you should pass 
by my grave, would you v/orship it? I said No. And he said 
“ Worship not me.” 

The Apostle was in the midst of a crowd of his compani- 
ons, and a camel came and prostrated itself before him. They 
said. ” 0 Apostle of God ! beasts nnd trees worship thee ; then 
it is meet for us to worship thee.” He said, Worship God, and 
you may honour your brother, that is, me.”

Fasting Eto. 

O ye who believe, prescribed to you is the fast as it was 
prescribed to those before you that ye may fear to do evil. 

A certain number of days: — But he amongst you who is 
sick or on a journey, a number of other days ; and upon those 
who are able is the expiation on feeding a poor man ; but whoso 
IS inclined to do a good work — then it is better for him; but 
that ye should fast is better for you, if ye only know. 

The month of Ramadan, wherein was sent down the Quran 
for a guidance to men for evidences of guidance, and a distinc- 
tion. he amongst you who beholds this month, let him fast 
it, but he who is sick or on a journey, a number of other days. 
G^d desires for you ease, and desires not for you difficulty,

Made lawful for you on the night of the fast is commerce 
with your wives, they are garment to you and ye are a gar^ 
ment to them. God knows that ye defraud yourselves, So He 
turns to you and excuses you. So now go into them and seek 
what God has prescribed for you, and eat and drink, until a 
white thread is clearly shown to you from a black thread by the 
day-break. Then fulfil the fast until the night, and go not in 
to them, but be at your devotions in the places of worship.

It is indispensable for every Muslim to give alms. The 
.^ifbmpanions said, ‘But if he hath not anything to give?* He 
said, ‘ If he hath nothing, he must do a work with his hand, 
by which to obtain something, and benefit himself; and give 
aims with the remainder.* They said, ‘ If he is not able to do 
that work, to benefit himself and give alms to others ? The 
Ilasul said, ‘Then assist the needy and oppressed.’ They said, 
‘if he is not able to assist the oppressed?* He said, ‘Then exhort 
people to do good * And if he does not?’ He said, ‘Then let him 
withhold himself from doing harm to people; for verily that is 
as alms and charity for him. 



Doing justice between two people is charitjr; and assisting 
a^an upon his beast, and lifting his baggage, is chaiity; and 

words in which be rewards; and answering a questioner 
with mildnes, is charity; and removing that which is an in- 
convenience to man, such as thorns and stones, is charity. 

.There is no Muslim who planteth a tree, or soweth field, 
jMld man, birds or beasts eat from them, but it is charity for him. 

^‘Verily are there rewards for our doing good to quadrupeds 
and giving them water to drink?* Re said, “ There are rewards 
benefiting every animal having a moist liver’ {i. e, every 
one alive.) 

^Every good act is charity and verily it is the number of 
jgooi act to meet with your brother with an open countenance, 
and to pour water from your own bag into his vessel. 

Your smiling in your brother’s face is charity ; and your 
exhorting mankind to virtuous deeds is charity ; and your 
"prohibiting the foi bidden, is charity ; and your shewing men 
the road, m the land in which they loose it, is chanty for 
you; and your assisting the blind, is charity for you. 

Whoever bringeth the dead land to life ; that is, cultivateth 
waste land, for him is reward therein. 

Whoso desireth tiiat God should redeem him from the 
sorrows and travail of the last day, must delay in calling poor 
debtors, or forgive the debt in part or whole.

God shall blot out usury, and increase alms-giving. 

O ye who believe, f^ar God, and remit what rem tins of 
usury, if ye are believers. 

But if ye do it not, then hearken to war from God and His 
apostle: and if ye repent, then ye shall liave the principal of 
your money.

Of women who seem good to you marry two, or three or 
four . and if ye fear that ye shall not be equitable, then one 
only.

And pay the women their dowries with free heart, but if 
they remit voluntarily unto you anything out of it, enjoy it 
with pleasure and benefit.

Men ought tobavea part of what their parents and kindred 
leave and women a part of what their pai'ents and kindred 
leave ; let them have a stated portion.

0 Believers ! It is not lawful for you to be heirs of your 
wives against their consent. IV ; 19. 
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Afld they ask thee about menstruation ; say thou, it is a 
pollotiom so keep apt^ from women in menstruation, and 
approach them not until they are cleansed; and when' they are 
cleansed go into them by where God has commanded you ; 
verily Gkd loves those who turn and He loves the pure.

And if a wife fear from her husband illusnge or aversion 
it is no crime in them both that they should be reconciled 
between themselves with a reconcilation ; for reconcilation is 
best.

When a man has married, he lias completed one half of 
his religion, it is then advisable for bun to complete the other 
moiety God — fearingly. 

If a person has tw’^o waives and he inclines to one ol them 
(in making his gifts and in the discharge of his duties) he wull 
come on the judgment day wuth his one side bent (i, e, pnra- 
lysed). 
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A Muslim must notba harsh iu ireatmsnt of his wife ; and 
if he be dis-pleased with one bad quality in her, then let him 
be pleased with another which is^ood. 

Fear God in regard to the treatment of your wives for 
verily they are your helpers you have taken them on the secu- 
rity of God, and made them lawful by the words of G >d. 

Ye have rights over your wives as they liave rights over 
you. Treat your women well. 

Oh ! do not you know that worn in deserves greater reward 
than man, for verily God Almighty exilts the position of a 
man in heaven because his wife was pleased with him and 
prayed for him. 

There is no woman who removes something to replace it 
in a proper place with a view to decorate her liu^sband’s house 
but that God sets down a virtue for her and removes a vice 
nor there is a man who walks with his wife hand in hand, but 
that God sets down a virtue for him : and if lie puts his arm 
round her neck in love, his virtue will be inci-eased tenfold. 

All of you are so many sovereigns, and all of you will be 
required to render account in respect of whatever persons or 
things you have under your charge. So the chief who is a 
sovereign over his subjects shall be questioned about the 
treatment he accorded to men placed under his control ; the 
head of the family is the sovereign of the house, and he shall be 
questioned with respect to th3 members of the liouse ; and 
women is sovereiga m the house of her husband, and rules 
her children and she shall be questioned about these, and the 
slave is sovereign over his master’s belongings, and he shall be 
questioned about these. 

A virtuous wife is a man’s best treasure. 

When a woman perforineth the five times of prayer, and 
fasteth the month of Bainadan, and is chaste, and is not dis- 
obedient to her husband, then tell her to enter Paradise by 
whichever door she liketh. 

Every woman who asketh to be divorced from her husband 
without cause, the fragrance of the Garden is forbidden her. 

The thing which is lawful, but disliked by God, is divorce. 

Paradise lies at the feet of your mothers. 
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Every person has to undergo Hardships and 
Trials in this life. 

And We will surely prove you with something of fear and 
hunger and loss of wealth and souls and fruits; but, give glad 
tidings to the patient. 

Who, when there falls on them a calamity, say, verily we 
are of God, and verily, to Him we shall return. 

These, — on them are blessings from their Lord, and mercy 
and these, they are the guided. II, 150, 151, 152. 

Do ye reckon ye should enter the Garden while there has 
not come to you the like of those who havepassed away before 
you ; there touched them violence and trouble, and they were 
made to quake until the apostle and those who believed with 
him, said when is the help of God; Is not the help of God near ?

Verily, those who hope not to meet Us and are pleased with 
the life of this world and rest on it, and those who of OUR 
signs are unmindful. 

These, their abode is the Fire, for what they have earned. 

X : 7, 8. 

Whoso desires the life of this world and its ornament, WE 
will pay them their works therein, and therein shall they not 
be cheated. 

These are they for whom is nothing in the Hereafter except 
the Fire, and void is what they made therein, and vain what 
they did. XI : 18, 19. 

And they rejoice in the life of this world, but the life of 
this world is nothing in respect of the Hereafter except as a 
provision. XIII ; 26. 

And think not that God is unmindful of what the wrong- 
doers do : He only respites them to the Day w’hen all eyes shall 
stare.

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Whoso desires the transitory WE will hasten on for him 
therein what WE please, — for whom WE please. Then WT& 
will make for him Hell to broil in, despised, rejected. 

And whoso desires the Hereafter, and strives for it, and is 
faithful, these, their striving shall be gratefully accepted. 

To all will WE extend — to these and those — of the gifts 
of thy Lord, and the gifts of thy Lord are not limited. 

Look how WE have graced some of them above the others 
and surely the Hereafter is greater in degrees and the greater 
in grace. XVII : 19 to 22. 

Wealth and children are the ornament of the life of this 
world, but enduring good works are better with thy Lord as to 
reward, and better as to hope. XVIII ; 44. 

Do they reckon that what WE extend to them of wealth 
and sons. 

WE hasten to them as good things ; nay, but they dot not 
understand. XXIII : 57, 58. 

And what ye are given of things, is a provision of the life 
of this world and its adornment and what is with God is better 
and more enduring, will ye then have no sense ? XXVIII : 60. 

And the life of this world is no other than a sport and a 
play, and verily, the Abode of the Hereafter that is life indeed, 
did they but know.

And neither your wealth nor your children is what will 
bring you to nearer approach to Us except him who believes 
and does good; these, for them is a double reward for what 
they have done, and they shall be in pavilions secure.

And whatever thing ye are given, is a provision of the life 
of this world ; but what is with God is better and more enduring 
for those who believe and upon their Lord rely. XLII : 34.

' Know that the life of this world is a sport and a play, and 
an adornment, and a thing to Ixiast of among you, and the 
multiplying of wealth and children is like a rain growth : its 
vegetation please the husbandmen, then they wither away and 
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thou mayest see them all yellow, then they become stubble ; 
and in the Hereafter is seTere torment. liVIl : 19. 

Bat the life of this world is no other than a deceitful 
provision. LVII: 20. 

Ay ! but ye love the transitory !

The world is a magician, greater than Harut Marut, and 
you should avoid it. 

Biches are not from abundance of worldly goods, but from 
a contented mind. 

A man asked teach me a work, such that when 1 perform 
it God and men will love me. " The Holy Prophet replied : 

Desire not the world and God will love you ; and desire not 
what men have, and they will love you.” 

The Holy Prohpet slept upon a mat, and got up very 
marked on the body by it : and I said, “0 messenger of God !

The ccHnpanions said, ‘No The Holy Prophet said, “Such is 
the condition of those of the world ; they are not safe from sin.” 

'Whoever desireth the world and its liches, in a lawful 
manner, in order to withhold himself from begging, and for a 
liveliho^ for his family, and for being kind to his neighboar 
will come to God with his face bright as the fall moon, on the 
fourteenth night. 

The world is as a prison and as a famine to ^^nslims ; and 
when they leave it you may say they leave famine and a prison. 

Be in the world like a traveller, or like a passer on, and 
reckon yonrself as of the dead. 

Beware : The Almighty 6od warns not to follow diverse Religious 
paths except the only right one. 

Say If ye love God, then follow me: God will love you, and 
forgive your sins, for God is Forgiving Merciful. Ill : 29. 

But if thou follow most of those who arc in the earth they 
will lead thee aside from the path of Uod : they only follow an 
opinion and do only conjectare. VI . 116. 

This is my path and it is the right one ; therefore follow 
me and do not follow any other path, otherwise it shall certainly 
separate you from Bis path. This is what He enjoins you that 
ye may fear Him. VI ; 154. 

And certainly WE have created for Hell many of the Jinn 
and men ; they have hearts they discern not therewith and they 
have eyes, they see not therewith ; and they have ears, they 
hear not therewith; these are like the brutes ; yea, they go more 
astray: these, thay are the heedless. VII : 177. 

Dost thou reckon that most of them do hear or have sense ; 
They are only as brutes ; nay, they err more from the way.

O God ! preserve my grave from becoming an idol. 

The grave is the first stage of the journey into eternity. 

Death is a bridge that uniteth friend with friend. 

The faithful do not die; perhaps they become translated 
from this perishable world to the world of eternal existances. 

Not one of you must die but with resignation to the will 
of God, and with hope for his beneficence and pardon. 

Wish not for death, any one of you; neither the doer of 
good works for peradventure he may increase them by an 
increase of life; nor the offender, for perhaps he may obtain the 
forgiveness of God by repentance. W ish not, nor supplicate for 
death, before its time cometh ; for verily when you die, hope is 
out and the ambition for reward ; and verily, the increase of a 
Muslim’s life increaseth his good works. 

Not one of you must wish for death, from any worldly 
affliction; but if there certainly is any one wishing for death he 
must say, “ 0 Lord, keep me alive so long ns life may be good 
for me, and cause me to die when it is better for me so to do.” 

Death is a favour to a Muslim. Remember and speak well 
of your dead, and refrain from speaking ill of them. 

He is not of the people of our way who slappeth his cheeks 
. and teareth his collar, and mourneth like the mournings of 
ignorcance. 

“ There is no reward but Paradise for a Muslim who 
suffereth with patience when the soul of his affectionate friend is 
taken. 

A Muslim who has lost three young children and has been 
patient will go to Heaven. Hearing this a man asked the Holy 
Prophet (Peace and blessings of God be on him) “Would he, even 
who had lost two children go to Heaven? ” He replied “ Yes he 
will also go to Heaven, if he endured the loss patiently and 
makes no complaint.” 

There are two things disliked by the sons of Adam, one o^ 
them death, whereas it is better for Muslims than sinning; the 
second is scarcity of monty; whereas its account will be small 
in futurity. 

Torment not yourselves, lest God should punish you. 
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Whoever kills himself by causing himself to fall from a 
mountain be constantly falling into a pit in the Fire of 
Hell, and Whoever kills himself by drinking poison will liave 
that poison on his hands of which he will be perpetually part- 
taking for ever and ever, and whoever kills- himself with an 
iron tool will be ever plunging that weapon into his belly in 
the fire of Hell. 

Whoever kills himself by any means in this world will be 
punished by the same means in the next world. 

Every dead is shown his final resort. If he is to be thrown 
in Hell, be is shown the Hell, and if he is to enter the paradise 
he is shown the paradise, and is informed of it that it shall be' 
his abode at the Besurrection. 

Biirine Help^. 

And seek help with pfttience and prayer ; and verily it is a 
harding thing, unless to the humble. II: 42.

Every human being hath two inclinations — one prompting 
him to good and impelling him thereto, and the other prompt- 
ing him to evil and thereto impelling him ; but Divine assist- 
ance is nigh, and he who asketh the help of God in contending 
with the evil promptings of his own heart obtaineth it. 

The Muslim Law of Inheritance. 

Men ought to have a part of what their parents and 
kindred leave, and women a part of what their parents and 
kindred leave, whether it be little or much let them have a stated 
portion. IV: 8. 
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With regard to your children flod. commands yon to give 
Hie male the portion of two females, and if there be females 
more than two, then they shall have two thirds of that which 
their father has left, hat if she be on only daughter, she shall 
have the half ;and the father and mother of the deceased shall 
each of them have a sixth part of what he has left if he have a 
child ; but if he have no child and his parents be his heir, then 
his mother shall have the third : and if he have brothers, then 
his mother shall have the sixth, after paying the bequests he 
shall have bequeathed, and his debts. As to your fathers and 
your children, you know not which of them is the most advan- 
tageous to you. This is the ordiance of God. Verily God is 
Knowing, and Wise. IV: 12. 

Half of what your wives leave shall ba yours, if they have 
no issue ; but if they have issue, then a fourth of what they 
leave shall be yours, after paying tha bequests they shall have 
bequeathed and debts. IV : 13. 

And your wives shall have a fourth p.irt of what ye leave, 
if you have no issue ; but if jmu have issue, then they shall have 
an eight part' of what you leave, after paying the bequests you 
shall have bequeathed and debts. IV : 14. 

And if the man’s or the woman’s property be inherited by 
one who is neither parent nor child, and he have a brother or 
sister, then fvir each of these two is a sixth ; but if they are 
more than that, then shall they be sharers in a third, after 
payments of the bequests he shall have bequeathed, and debts, 
without loss to any one. This is the ordiance of God, and God 
is Knowing, Gracious. IV: 15. 

Miscellaneous. 

And when ye are greeted with a greeting, greet ye with a 
better than it, or return the same ; verily God t-ikes count of 
all things. IV,' 88. 

P ye who believe, obey God and obey the apostle, and 
those in authority amongst you; and if ye quarrel about any- 
thing, refer it to God and the apostle, if ye believe in God and 
the Day of the Hereafter; that were the best and excellent 
interpretation. IV : 62. 

' 0 ye who believe, do ye stand to equity in bearing witness 
before God, althodgh it be against yourselves, or parents and 
kindred, be it rich or poor ; for God is nearer than them both. 
So follow not lusts, so that ye swerve. And if ye "wrest or turn 
aside, verily God is informed of what ye do.' IV, 134. 
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God will not catch you up for a misti^en word ha your 
oaths, bat He will catch you up for what ye take solemn oaths 
aboat. Aod the expiation thereof is to feed ten poor men with 
the moderate food ye feed yoar families with, or to clothe them, 
or to free a neck. But he who finds not the wherewithal, then 
a fast of three days. That is the expiation of your oaths when 
ve swear. . And keep your oaths, thus God makes plain to you 
His signs that ye may give thanks- V : 91. 

It is not for the polytheists (Mushriks) to repair to the 
Mosques of God while they are witnesses against themselves of 
infidelity. These ! there works are viin, and in the Fire shall 
they be for ever. 

He shall only repair to the Mosques of God who believes 
in God and the Day of the Hereafcer, and is steadfast in prayer, 
and gives alms, and fears God alone ; it may be that these will 
be of the guided. IX ; 17, 18. 

And fulfil the covenant of God, when ye have covenanted ; 
and break not the oaths after their ratifio ition, for now ye have 
made God surety for you. Verily God knows what ye do. 

XVI: 93. 

And thy Lord has ordained that ye serve none bat Him, 
and be good to parents, whether one or beth of them attain to 
old age with thee; and sty not to them, Uff', neither reproach 
them, but speak tP them generous words. 

'' And droop the wing of humility to them, out of compas- 
sion, and say. Lord, have compission on them bith even as 
they nursed me when I was little. XVII: 2i, 25. 

Verily, the wasteful are brothers of the devils, and the 
'uevil is to his Lord ungrateful. XVII : 29.

'^cleave the earth, nor reach to the mountains in height, all thit 
IS evil to thy Lord, an abomination! XVII : 39, 40. 

And never say, thou of a thing, verily I will do that 
tomorrow, except that God please.

And. let not tho% who are blessed among you , and have 
means swear that they will not give to those of kin and the 
poor and those who have fled in the way of God, but let them 
pardon and pass over. Do not ye like that God should pardon 
you? And God is Forgiving Compassionate. XXIV : 22. 
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Happy are the believers, who in their prayers are hamble, 
and from vain talk do turn aside, and who in aims giving 
are active, and who their modesty preserve, unless with their 
wives or whom their right hands possess for they are unblam- 
able, bat who so desires beyond that, surely these are the trans- 
gressors, and who their trusts and covenants tend well, and who 
keep them stfictly to their prayers. These are the heirs, who 
s^l inherit Paradise, and these shall be therein for ever.

-which God giveth are on its account; and understanding is by 
it, and God’s wrath is caused by it, and by it arc rewards and 
punishments. 
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Verily, ’a man hath jJerformed prayers, fusts, charity, 
pilgrimage and all other g(^ works ; bat he will not be re- 
warded but by the proportion of his sense. 

The best of good acts in God’s sight is that which is con- 
’ stantly attended to, although in a small degree. 

There is no monasticism in Islam. 

Monopoly is unlawful in Islam. 

Verily the best of God’s servants are just and learned kings; 
and verily the worst are bad and ignorant kings. 

When you speak, speak the truth ; perform when you 
promise ; discharge your trust ; commit not fornication ; be 
chaste ; have no impure desires ; withhold your hands from 
striking, and from taking that which is unlawful and bad. 
The best of God’s servants are those who, when seen, remind of 
God ; and the worst of God’s serv.ints are those who carry 
t.iles about, to do mischief and separ.itc friends, and seek for 
the defects of the good.

Wealth properly employed is a blessing; a min may law- 
fully endeavour to increase it by honest means. 

‘My cherisher hath ordered me nine things ; 1. To reverence 
Him, externally and internally; 2. to speak true, and with pro- 
fiiiety, in prosperity and adversity; 3. moderation in affluence 
and poverty ; 4. to benefit my relations and kindred who do not 
benefit me ; 5. to give alms to him who refuseth me ; 6. to 
forgive liim wlio injureth me; 7. that my silence should be 
attaining a knowledge of God ; 8. that when I speak, I should 
mention Him ; 9 that when I look on God’s creatures it should 
be as an example for them : and God hath ordered me to direct 
in w^hat is lawful.

A word of wisdom is the stiay animal of a believer; take 
hold of it wdierever ye come across it. 

Seek knowledge from the cradle to the grave. 

The acquisition of knowledge is a duty incumbent on 
eveiy Muslim, male and female. 

One learned man is harder on the devil, than a thousand 
ignorant worshippeis. The desire of knowledge is a Divine 
commandment for every Muslim ; and to instruct in knowledge 
those who are unworthy of it is like putting pearls, jewels, and ' 
gold on the necks of swine. 

Excessive knowledge is better than excessive praying and 
the support of religion is abstinence. It is better to teach know- 
ledge one hour in the night, than to pray the whole night. 
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The time is near in which nothing will remain of Islam 
but its name, and of the Quran but ifcs mere appearance, and 
the mosques of Muslims will be destitute of knowledge and 
worship; and the learned men will be the worst people under 
the heavens ; and contention and strife will issue from them, 
and it will return upon themselves. 

Whoever remembers forty of my sayings by heart con- 
cerning the religion of my followers, liod will raise him as a 
theoligian and I shall be his intercessor and witness on the day * 
of Besurrection. 

Convey to other persons none of my words except those 
which you know of a surety, verily he who purposely utters a 
falsehood concerning me should look for his abode in Hell. 

The knowledge from which no benefit is derived is like 
a treasure from which no charity is bestowed m the w.iy of 
the Lord. 

The calamit}^ of knowledge is forgetfulness ; and to lose 
knowledge is this, to speak of it to the unworthy. 

Who are the learned? Those who practise what they know. 

Whoever seeketh knowledge and findeth it, will get two 
rewards; one of them the reward for desiring it, and the 
other for obtaining it ; therefore, even if he do not attain it, 
for him is one reward

Law, and the Evvngel, and he shall be an apo-stle to the chil- 
dren of Israel.

And fir their infidelity, and their having spoken against 
Miry, a grievoai cilumay, and their saying We hive killed the 
Messiah, Jesus s in of M iiy, the apo.stle of God ; bat they have 
neither killed him nor crucified him bat they have been put to 
doubts, aud verily those who differed abiut it, were certainlf 
in doubt as to this, they h id no sure knowledge thereof, but 
followed an opinion ; but certainly they hive not killed him but 
God extolled him to Himself. And God is Mighty and Wise. 
And there is none of the men of senptures but he shall believe 
in him before his de-ith and on the D.iy of Resurrection he 
sh ill be a witness against them. IV : 155, 155, 157. 

( \ccordiag to the Jewish belief Jesus wis an illegitimate 
Boa of Miry. And as he was an impostor and a false prophet 
he wis therefore killed on the cross, hence he became an 
accursed of God. The Christina belief is that he was God or 
son of God and was killed on the cross for the atonment of their 
sins. 

But according to thi Old and New Test am mts, the sign of 
a false prophet is that he will be murdered. '• He that is hanged 
is accursed of God ” Dent. XXI : 23. 

*• Any prophet who shows miracles, and makes prophecies 
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bnt iitviteB <>0 each Gods that were unknown betore is a fi^lse 
prophet and shall be killed. Deut XIII: 1 to 

The Holy Quran refuted all these false accusations, hurled 
against Jesus and his mother peace be on them and declared 
that Jesus wis one of His most honorable apostles and his 
mother was one of the most virtuous women. Hence millions 
of Muslims are bound to respect them accordingly, nay they 
have to make it their duty to refute such false accusations 
whenever occasion requires, yet the Christians disbelieve the 
Holy Quran and the Holy Prophet of Arabia, peace and bless- 
ings of Cod be on him, nay they say it is nothing but his fabri 
cation. 

God may have mercy on the Christians and Jews to enable 
them to understand the truth.

The Holy Quran refutes the false beliefs 
of the Christians concerning the Divinity, 
Trinity and Sonship of Jesus son of Mary, 
Peace be on him. 

Verily the Messiah Jesus son of Mary is only an apostle of 
God, and His Word that Hj inspired unto Miry, and a spirit 
from Him. Believe therefore in God and His apostles and say 
not, *• Three ” (Trinity) Forbear ! It is better for yon. God is 
only one God! Far be it from His Glory thit He should have a 
son ! His is what is in the Heavens, and what is in the E irth ! 
and^ God is a snflicient Guardian. 

The Messiah can never disdain to be a servant of God, and 
the angels that approach near unto Him. IV: 169, 170 

Infidels now are they who say “ God is the Messiah, son 
of Mary," since the Messiah said 0 Children of Israel worship 
God my Lord and your Lord. Verily, whoso joins (ady thing) 
with God, God has .forbidden him the Paradise, and his abode 
is the Fire, and there is not for the wrong doers any helper. 
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They surely infidels who say ^'6od is the third of three’* 
for there is no god, hut one God^ and if they refrain not from' 
what they say a grievous chastisement shall fight on such of 
them as are Infidels. 

Will they not therefore, be turned unto God, and ask pardon 
of Him ? since God is Forgiving Mercifol. V, 76 to 78. 

Verily the likeness of Jesus with God is as the lili^e&ass of 
Adam: He created him of dust, then said to Jnm, Be ; and he 
was. The truth of thy Lord, so be not thou of those who doubt

And that it may warn those who say, God has begotten 
a Son.” Ko knowledge of this have either they or their fathers. 
A grievous saying to come out of their mouth. They speak no 
other than a lie. XYIll, 3. 4. 

They say : “The Merciful has gotten offspring. Now h«ive 
ye done a monstrous thing ! Almost might the very heavens be 
rent thereat and the earth cleave asunder and mountains fall 
down in fiagments, that they ascribe a son to God when it 
beseemeth not the Merciful to beget a son. Verily there is 
none in the Heaven and in the Earth but shall approach the 
Merciful as a servant. XIX, 91 to 94. 

And whoso from amongst them (the Prophets) says I am 
God besides Him, We will reward him with Hell XXI, 29. 

( The Christians admit that Jesus son of Mary peace be on 
him used to worship on the Hill of Olives, and the Gospels say 
that he prayed to God saying “ O my Father, if it be possible, 
let this cup pass from me, nevertheless not as I will, but as thou 
wilt ”(Math 26-89) Luke 22-41 (Mark 14-35; again “O my God, 
O my God, 'why hast Thou forsaken me” Then how absurd it 
is to believe in him has God or as the son of God, or a third of 
God!) 

(He is spoken in the Old and New Testaments as son of God 
but there is no pecularity in this, as the Gracious God sometimes 
metaphorically uses such expressions e, g. Adam son of God 
(Luke 3-38J Abraham, the eldest son of God (Jeremia 9) 
Solomon, son of God (Chron 22-9) all the apostles sons of God 
(John 3-2} all men sons of God (Math 6-6, 18). 

Metaphorical Verses revealed to the Holy Prophet Mahomed

(The above verse proves the death of all the apostles 
including Jesus son of Mary who was the immediate predecessor 
of Mohammad peace be on them.). 

And those whom ye call on beside God create nothing but 
themselves are created. Bead without life. And they cannot 
perceive when they shall be raised. XVI : 20 to 22. 

The above verses conclusively p7vve that aUrthose who are 
called on as deity beside God are dead without lifcy and the verses 
are specially applicable to Jesus son of Mary Peace be on him as 
he is called on as a deity beside God by hundreds of millions of 
his followers throughout the world hence the Almighty God has 
classed him as one of those who are dead without life). 

And when God shall say (on the Judgment Day) 0 Jesus 
son of Mary didst thou say to men, Take me and my mother for 
two gods beside God? He shall say, Glory to Thee ; It is not for 
me to say what I have no right to, If I had said it, Thou 
wouldst have known it ; Thou knowest what is in me, but I 
know not what is in Thee ; verily Thou art the Knower of 
secrets, I spoke not to them but what Thou didst bid me-8erve 
God my Lord and your Lord ; and 1 was a witness of their 
actions as lojig as I was among them, but when Then caused 
me to die, Thou wast the watcher over them; and Thou art the 
witness of all things. V : 116, 117. 

{The above verses not only prove the death of Jesus son of 
Mary Peace be on hitn but also of his non return to this world 
for a second time. Because if he was the same person who was 
to come to this world for a second time before the Judgment 
Day to break the cross, he could not remain ignorant of the 
errors that the Christiansvintroduced after him into his religion 
and it is impossible that Jesus Peace be on him a prophet of 
‘God should speak such a plain lie in Divine presence on the 
Day of Judgment that he was not aware that the Christians 
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bad taken him and his mother for Gods. Could a man who came 
back into the world and lived for 40 years and fought with the 
Christians say that he was not aware ’what belief the Christiana 
held ? Thi^ vme strongly oppe>ses his secwtd coming to this world.

Bukhari relates an authentic tradition of the Holy Prophet 
Mahoxnad Peace and Uessings of God be on him which runa 
thus: — On the Day of Besurrection, some of my followers shall 
be brought to the left. I will say these are my companions. It 
will be replied. Thou knoweth not what innovations they in- 
troduced after thee. Then I will utter the same words as the 
righteous servant Jesus son of Mary did and I was a witness 
of thier actions as long as I was among tkemy Inii when Thou 
caused me to diSy Thou wast the watcher ovej them ; and Thou 
art the witness of dll things.** 

Dead ones do not come back to this world 
for a second time. 

Every soul shall taste of death, and ye shall only be paid 
your reward on the Day of Kesurrection. Ill: 182.

again in Tliy way. God said, It is My unalterable decree that 
the dead shall not be sent a second time to the world.”

Abdulla Bin Hiniid, 3. Abu Yala, 4. Shashi, 5. Tibarani, 6. 
Hakim 7. Abu Naim 8 Zarqani 9 Tirmazi. 

Bukhari narrtes a tradition from Anis Bin Malik that the 
Holy Prophet^Peaoe and Wessings of God be on him said “ There 
is none who may desire for a return to this world, but the nutrtyr 
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who is the only person whowisheth to return to this world for 
being slaughtered ten times, for he has witnessed the greatness 
of martyrdom.” 

Bible. 

The Bible also denies the return of the dead to this world. 

‘"But when David saw that his servants whispered, David 
perceived that the child was dead; therefore David said unto 
ins servants. Is the child dead ?” and they said “He is dead” 
Then David arose from the earth, and w’ashed, and anointed 
himself, and changed his apparel, and came into the house of 
the Lord, and worshipped: then he came to his owii house; and 
when required, they set bread before him, and he did eat. Then 
said his servants unto him, what thing is this that thou hast 
done? thou didst fast and weep, for the child while it was alive 
but when the child was dead, thou didst rise and eat bread. 
And he said, while the child was yet alive, I fasted and wept ; 
for I said, who can tell whether God will be gracious to me, 
that the child may live ? But now he is dead, wherefore should 
J fast ? can I bring him back again ? I BhaU go to him^ hut he shall 
not return to me.” 

In spite of such clear commandments in all the respective 
SCI iptares the Jews believe that the Prophet Elijah who is 
dead peace be on him has gone up to Heavens bodily and he 
shall again in the same manner descend from Heaven because 
they have a prophecy of his second advent. Hut the Divine 
interpretation of such a prophecy means an another person in 
spirit and power of the dead. And it was accordingly fulfilled 
in the person of Jhon the Baptist peace be on him. But the 
Jews refused to believe such an interpretation, while the 
Christian believed. 

Again there is a smilar prophecy of the second advent of 
the Messiah, son of Mary peace be on him. But the Christians 
refuse to believe such an interpretation and say that he did go 
up to Heavens bodily and in the same manner he shall descend 
from Heaven bodily. Alas, walking in the footsteps of the Jews 
and the Christians, the majority of the Muslims also believe 
that the Messiah son of Mary has been taken up to Heavens 
bodily and he shall certainly descend from Heaven in the same 
manner, though the Holy Quran clearly speeks of his death 
and alo of his personal non return to this world. Nay-the Holy 
prophet Mahomed, peace and blessings of God be on him has 
given two different descriptions of the respective Messiahs andL 
has clearly infoimed the Muslims that the Messiah who W’ould 
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appear in the ages loould be from among ihemehta and he wovH 
aleo be (heir ipiriiiud Leader yet the Maslims persist in their wrong 
belief like the Jews and the Christians. 

The Prophecies and Warnings concerning 
the Muslims inheriting the qualities 
of the Jews and Christians. 

Has the time not come for the believers that their hearts 
be humbled down for the admonition of Gk>d and for the truth 
that has come down and that they do not become like the 
preceding men of scriptures, over whom a long time passed and 
tkeir hearts become hardened and most of them are unfaithful.

^They are the Hypocrites who stir up disturbance and show 
feebltnest of faith and when remonstrated with, put forward 
lame excuses. Their life is all along one of mean compromises, 
now astodating themselves with the Believers and, then identi- 
Jyjmfl themsdpes with the Leaders 'of the Disbelievers. Con- 
cerning them the Holp Quran says:-' 
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Qive glad tidings to the Hypocrites that foi^ t^emisa 
painfnl' torment. Those who' take the disbelievers for patrons 
nesides the faithful, do they seek honour with them? 

IV: 137-138. 

But the honour is for God and His apostle and the Be- 
lievers, but the Hypocrites do not know. LXIII: 8. 

They (the Hypocrites) desire that ye should become infidels, 
as they are infidels and that ye should be alike. Therefore take 
not from among them patrons until they fly for the religion of 
God. IV: 91. 

0 Believers take not the Disbelievers patrons besides the 
faithful. Do ye desire to make for God an evident argument 
against you? IV: 143. 

Verily the Hypocrites shall be in the lowest depths of fire, 
and thou shalt not find for them a helper except those who turn 
and amend and hold fast to God and are sincere in their religion 
to God ; these shall be with the Faithful and in the end God 
will give the Faithful a magnificient reward. IV: 144-145. 

On the Day the Hypocrites, both men and women, shall 
say to those who believe ; ‘Look towards us that we may take 
some of your light ” It shall be said “ Go ye back behind you 
and seek a light ” There will be struck between them a wall 
with a gate, within which shall be the Mercy and the outer side 
of it has the Torment before it. They shall cry to them “ Were 
we not with you? ” They shall say “ Yes but ye led yourselves 
into temptation, cherished (vain) hopes, and ye doubted, and 
your wishes deceived you until there came the command of God, 
and the deceiver deceived you concerning God. 

• On that D.iy, therefore no ransom shall be taken from you 
nor from those who disbelieve ; Your abode is the fire ; it is 
your patron and wretched the journey thither. LVII: 13-14.

God has prepared for them a severe torment ; verily, evil 
is what they do.

CONDITIONS OF BAl’AT. 

(Initiation into the JLhmadiyya Movement.) 

(The Ahmadiyya Movement is the only true sect of Islam 
established by the Prophesied Divine Messenger raised by the 
Almighty Ood in the b^inninp of this the fourteenth century of 
Hijira for the rivival of His chosen and universal religion 
Islam.) 

The man who accepts Baiat should firmly make up his 
miod : — 

Firstly, that op to the day of his death he will abstain from 
Shirk i. e., setting np equals to God. 

Secondly, that he will keep away from falsehood, adultery 
looking at women other than near relatives, cruelty, dishonesty 
riot and rebellion, and, in short, every kind of evil : and will not 
allow himself to be carried away by his passions, however strong 
they may be. 

Thirdly, that he will pray five times a day without fail, 
according to the commands of Allah and His Apostle, and to the 
best of his ability will try to offer his Tahajjud prayers (prayer 
of the latter part of the night), to invoke the blessings of God 
(Darnd) upon His Prophet, to ask pardon for his sins and the 
help of God ; and the remembering the blessings of God he will 
always praise Him. 

Fourthly, that he will in no way barm God's creatures 
generally and Moslems particularly under the influence of his 
passions — neither with his hands, nor with his tongue, nor by 
ahy other means. 

Fifthly, that in every state of sorrow or pleasure, prosperity 
or adversity, felicity or misfortune, be will prove himself faithful 
to God and that in every condition he will accept the decree of 
God and in this way he will be ready to beaf every kind of insult 
ana p.iin. At the time of any misfortune he will never turn away 
from Him but rather he will advance farther. 

Sixthly, that he will not follow vulgar customs and will 
abstain from evil inclinations and that he will completely submit 
to Hie authority of the Holy Quran and t^ he will make the 
sayings of God and His Apostle Hte guiding principle (rf his life.

Not only 
this, but a man can even gain^ prophethood by the help of our 
Lord Mohammad’s spiritual powers, Bnt no Prophet with a 
new book or having h^n appointed direct will ever come ; for 
in this case it would be an insult to the perfect prophethood of 
our Lord and this is the meaning of the seal of prophets and in 
this sense^the L(»d has on the (me hand said “ There is no 
prophet (t. e., an independent prophet or a prophet with a new 
law) after me,” and on the other hand has called the coming 
Messiah a Prophet of God. < 

10. According to this we believe that a man — the Promised 
Messiah, — has gained prophethood in spite of his being a 
follower of our Lord. We believe in the miracles of the prophets 
which in the words of the Quran are called signs of God and 
this is our firm faith that Gk)d for the manifestation of His glory 
and for proving the truth of His Apostles has been, through 
His servants, showing signs which are beyond the power of 
human beings. 

The Duties of the Ahmadisrya Community. 

The Ahmadiyya Community is neither an Anjuman nor is 
it a religion. But the meaning of the Ahmadiyya movement is 
this t^t it is a body of Moslems that having recognised the 
Promised Messiah as a means of guidance have accepted the 
true Islam which was given to- the world through our Lord 
Mohammad and who have accepted all the claims of the last 
Messenger of Gk)d, viz, the Promised Messiah. Hence the obli- 

f ations of the Ahmadis are the same os have been fixed by the 
[oiy Quran for a Muslim and which have been sanctioned by 
the usage and practice of our Lord. Mohammad and his Com- 
panions. Hence acting upon the laws of the Quran, the prac- 
tice and sayings of the Prophet is a distinct duty of every 
Abmadi. But since Islam (xmsiders the proclamation of the 
truth as one of Gie important duties of a Muslim and it has been 
considered as om ot the distinguishing features of Ihe Moslons 
that they ask ^ people.to. io. j^oodi mi i^ohil^t doing 
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«vil— ^ the perf(»rmance of which made the HiieUms so 

euccesefal in the beginning, hence the Promised Messiah has 
laid much stress upon this point and has made it obligatory for 
the members of the Oemmunity that they should send a part of 
their income to Q idian for this purpose. This money is spent 
for the propagation if Islam on the lines fixed by the Promised 
Messiah. Hence every Ahmadi should make it a tule for himself 
to send a part of the income for the furtherance of the objects 
of the Movement. *Phe amount of this contribution has not oeen 
fixed but left to b^ determined by the love and zeal of a man 
for the Movement. Be the sum small or great, it is obligatory 
on every Ahmadi to help the Movement with his mite. Some 
friends spend one tenth and even more of their income for th© 
help of their religion. 

The Management of the Ahmadiyya 
Movement. 

As has been the custom of God from time immemorial that 
He starts a line of successors for looking after the welfare of the 
community which is prepared by the Messenger of God, so in 
this age too he has stiirted a line of successors. Without it no 
progress is possible for a disorganised body is incapable of per- 
forming anything great. Hence for the purpose of keeping the 
community united, and for using its potentialities collectively 
for the welfare of Islam a line of successors has been started. 
This is our firm conviction, as it is also mentioned in chapter 
xxiv, 55, that successors are appointed by God. Hence it is the 
duty of the every Ahmadi, as long as it pleases God to favour us 
with this blessing, to accept the Baiat of the caliphs one after 
another. 

All the new converts should also enter into the Baiat of 
the successors to the Promised Messiah or their representa- 
tives. But if any man for any reason cannot personally come 
to Qadian he may also enter into the Baiat by means of a letter. 
At present there are 2 Anjmnaus — [a) Sadr-Anjuman Ahma- 
diyya, (6) Anjuman Taraqqi Islam,~under the Khalifatul Masih 
for carrying on the work of the Movement. The Sadr-Anju- 
man Ahmadiyya according to the instructions of the Promised 
Messiah and in consultation with the Khalifatul Masih looks 
after the executive and educational necessities of the Community. 
Among some of the most important duties of this Anjuman is 
looking after the comforts of the guests who come to Qadian, 
maintaining schools for the secular and religious instrucdon of 
the community, carrying oqt the instructions contained in the 
Will of the Proprised Messiah and 09 nduoting the Beview of 
Beligions, But as the propagation of Islam requires special atten- 
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he&tie && As^otatm ibi&tt trai^i^elf wiUi this 

-fnn^. Those irtsMs Mrho send their contribntionB genemlly 
point out how nnch is to be gim to the Sadr-Aninninn and 
how mnch is to be oHoted to the Taraqqi Islam. As takat (le* 
gal alms) should be kept in the Bait-nl<Mnl (the Treasury) * so 
everyone m whom zakat is compulsory sends it to Qadian. It 
is collected by the Anjaman Tamqqi Islam and spent according 
to the instructions of the snccessor to the Promised Messiah. . 
As it is necessary for the progress of the Movement to keep in 
touch vrith the centre, hence according to the instructions of 
the Promised Messiah an Annual Gathering of the Community 
is held by the end of the month of December every year. This 
gathering is -attended by the members of the community from 
every part of the country. In these meetings means are devised 
for strengthening the futh of the Ahmadiyya community -and 
for enlraging its mission work. This should be attended by 
every member of the Community. Besides, friends should also 
from time to time try to come to Qadian and should wiite let* 
ters to theEhalifatul Messiah (successor to the Promised Mes- 
siah) every now and then for in this way the Khalifatnl Masih 
feels an inclination to pray for the writer and besides the welfare 
of the different membersof the Community also becomes known 
The first Khalifa of the Promised Messiah was the late linzrat 
Maulavi Noomddin Sahib and the present Khalifa is H.izrat 
Miiza Bashiruddin Mahmud Ahmad Sahib. 

Some Instructions for the new Ahmadis. 

Since the Promised Messiah was a Messenger of God and 
the denying of the Apostles of God is a dangerous boldness and 
deprive a man of faith, hence according to the Quran, the Tradi- 
tions of the seal of prophets and the sayings of the Promised 
Messiah, it is the duty of every Ahmadi that he should pray 
under the leadership of Ahmadi Imams only. But in those pla- 
'' ces where Ahmadi Imams cannot be found, he should offer his 
prayers alone and should pray to God to give him a Jamaat or 
Society of his own, because a true believer can never remain 
alone.- Similarly, it has been prohibited that Ahmadis should 
give their daughters in marriage to non-Ahmadis, for wives (ure 
generally influenced by their nnsbands and thus it is making a 
soul apc^ate. Likewise, Ahmadis should not attend the fane- 
jar service of non-Ahmadis, for it would amount to interceding 
with God for s man who has {woved himself an enemy by deny- 
iag’imd opposing the Promised Messiah.
